SANTA BARBARA REGULATES BOTTLED 
WATER BUSINESS 


The city of Santa Barbara has enacted an ordinance 


| which regulates the bottled water business within that 
eity. The act is specific and covers the main attri- 


butes that are essential in the establishment of safe 
standards for bottled water. It provides for the 


issuance of permits to persons and firms to bring into 


or receive into the city of Santa Barbara, to sell or 
offer to sell any bottled water for human consumption 
in containers holding one gallon or more of water. 

It provides further that the water supply must be 
protected, sanitary equipment provided and proper 
labeling maintained. The bottling plant must be kept 
in a clean and sanitary manner, detailed instructions 


being provided for care of equipment and also for 


methods of bottling. High standards are required, 
in that bottled water must conform to the present 
standard for drinking water as promulgated by the 
United States Public Health Service. 

Violation of the ordinance is made a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of not more than $200 or by 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding thirty days, 
or both. 

In so far as is known, this is the first ordinance of 
the sort to be enacted by any California city. It 
would seem that if other municipalities would adopt 
similar ordinances, outstanding accomplishments in 
raising standards of bottled waters might follow. It 
is possible that other California cities have enacted 
such a law, but if so, no knowledge of its enactment is 
available. | 


MORE BIRTHS IN 1934 


- There were 3213 more births in California in 1934 
than occurred in 1933. The birth rate rose from 
12.4 in 1933 to 12.7 in 1934. There were 78,442 births 


registered in California last year as compared with 


70,229 such events that were registered in 1933. It 
is interesting to note that more than 30,000 births 
occurred in Los Angeles County. This represents 
almost 40 per cent of all the births that occurred in 
the State last year. 

Increases are noted in most of the metropolitan 
areas. During recent years there have been con- 
spicuous decreases in the numbers of births that have 


occurred in the larger centers of population. Some 


of the urban districts still lag in number of births 
reported. Increases are noted in most of the rural 
districts. It would seem that the recent economic 


depression has not affected birth rates in the rural 


districts to the same degree that it affected such rates 
in the urban districts. 

The percentage of white births increased slightly 
last year. 80.3 per cent of all births in 1934 were 
white, as compared with 80.1. per cent in 1933. 
Mexican births increased in number last year. There 
were 11,465 Mexican births registered, which repre- 
sents 14.6 per cent of the total. Japanese births con- 


tinued to decrease in number. There were 1603 


reported last year, which represents but 2 per cent of 
the total. Negro births, 1158 in number, represented 
1.5 per cent of the total. 
Of the births registered last year—40,322 were 
male, and 38,120 female.

DO FOOD HANDLERS SPREAD 
VENEREAL DISEASES? 


The following questions and answers covering a 
subject under frequent discussion are from the New 


York State Department of Health, Health News of 
February 25, 1933: 


Question—(1) How common is the spread of 
venereal disease through food handlers? (2) 
Are there any definite proved cases of syphilis 
which have been transmitted by food handlers? 
(3) If cases are under treatment are they per- 
mitted to work as cooks and waiters? 


Answer—(1) There is no scientific evidence 


that syphilis and gonorrhea are commonly spread 
It is conservatively 
estimated that approximately 7 per cent of 
syphilis is contracted extragenitally. 
extragenital chancres appear around the lip and 
are probably due to kissing. The spirochaetes 
are very feeble organisms and do not persist for 
many hours under conditions usually DrStanae 
outside the body. 


(2) An extensive review of the literature. 


shows only a few eases of syphilis reputed to have 
been acquired from food handlers. However, 
syphilis when acquired in restaurants may easily 


be due to actively infected customers rather than 
to employees. 


(3) If eases of syphilis are under intensive 
arsphenamine treatment, after a minimum of two 
or a maximum of four, they are not usually a 
menace to the public and should be permitted to 
work even as cooks or waiters, provided they 
receive continuous, uninterrupted treatment. 

The State does not encourage local ordinances 
requiring physical examinations of food handlers. 
Such examinations have a popular appeal but 
little if any demonstrated value in preventing 
the spread of syphilis or gonococcal infections. 

Question—-How much authority and responsi- 
bility does the local health officer have for the 
water supply of a factory located in our town? 

Answer—Regulation 4, Chapter V, of the 
Sanitary Code, places the jurisdiction of such 
water supplies upon the local health officer.
